Victoria, B. C. (Special)) —Advices
were received from South China by the
Athenian of the loss of thousands of lives
ss a result of the destroction of several
hundred fishing junks in a typhoon off
Swatow.

“The havoc was awful when the gale
swept down on the Chinese vessels, For
gays disabled junks drifted helpless!y
sbhout, their occupants suffering from
hirst and hunger.

Several junks
were towed to Monghong and then a
third relief cruise was made

Meanwlule three torpedo boat destroy-
ers, the naval water boat Cherdh and a
Chinese cruiser were sent out and res-
euved many, Several hundred men were
taken from the wrecked craft suffering
greatly, some bemg withowt food or
water fronn two to five davs

DREYFUS GAINS GREAT POINT.

Judiciel Examisstion to Be Made of Famous
Case.

Faris (By Coable).—The eflorts of
Alfred Direving to secure a judicial ex
suitnation of Ins case have st last been
crowned with success.  After exammn
Ing the dossier in the case subunitred
to him by General Andre, the minister
of war, Minister of Justice Valle has
transmitted that document, together
with the petition of Dreyfus, for a re-
vigsion of his sentence to M. Durand,
the president of a commission insti
tuted by the Ministry of Justice, This
commission will pronounce upon the
mdarissibility of the request for a revi-
sion of sentence.

M. Dreyius owes the favorable ac-
tion taken to the careful consideration
given the case by Minister Andre
whose conclusions are regarded as in
the highest degree favarable to Drey-
fus, since they determined the Minis.
ter of Justice to refer the question of
& revision to a commission,

Nothing has yet transpired to indi-
cate that General Andre has discov-
ered documents of doubtiul authentic-
i1y, or that there was maneuvering on
the part of the ministry of war during
the Direyfus trial to conceal important
facts, though assertions to this effect
have been made. 1t is stated that M
Gribelin, formerly principal keeper of
the records of the headquarters’ staff,
bas made imporiant revelations. The
commission will receive the documents
next Wednesday,
